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Abstract: PURPOSE: To record a stereoscopic image while keeping compatibility with a convensional 
system by recording normal video image information by a convensional format and independently 
executing the PCM recording of stereo scopic image information. 

CONSTITUTION: The stereoscopic image information is photographed by two video camera (a right eye 
information Rl 1, a left eye information L12) directed toward an object 10. R information is inputted to an 
image processing circuit 15 similarly to a normal video camera and video signal processing is executed. 
On the other hand, sounds obtained from stereophonic microphones 19, 20 are subjected to well known 
sum/difference stereophonic audio signal processing, and are inputted to a recording circuit 17 together 
with the video signal and supplied to a head switching circuit 18. On the other hand, L signal is inputted to 
a difference detecting circuit 13, which outputs difference information between L and R information. A 
data compressing circuit 14 reduces the redundancy of the difference information to limit the data volume 
to volume to be processed by a PCM circuit 16. The obtained both-eye parallax information digital signal 
and the convensional analog VTR signal are supplied to heads 24, 25. 
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
